condlarlani. Tho marshal believes that 
allowing an agent to write CXCOHBIVC 
Insurance on buildings IB placing a 
premium on criminal acts. 


The report covers tho period from 


August -I, 1907, to January 1, 1008. 
During that time tho total nunmber of 
Urea In tho state was 790. with a total 
property 
IODH 
of 
$2,803,748. 
Tho 


largest loss sustained In 
any 
one 


county was In Douglas, owing to the 
large elevator lire, the amount being 
fl,G88,924. 
Tho next largest was In 


Milwaukee county where tho loss was 
$284.760. 


Tho largest number of buildings af- 


fected In any one class was dwellings, 
with 311. 
Tho next largest number 


was barns, with 180 affected. 
In con- 


nection with tho IOSB on dwellings tho 
report calls attention to tho fact that 
tho largest number of 
fires 
were 


canned by defective 
heating 
appa- 


ratuses, and property owners are urged 
to use caro In looking after the con- 
dition of flues. In tho case of barns 
It IK shown that out of tho 18G fires 
(ii) were caused by lightning. An In- 
quiry to tho Insurance companies 
shows almost a unanimous sentiment 
In favor of tho lightning rod. 


Attention la called to tho fact that

Fairfax, Mo,—When Jacob A. Funk 


alighted from a train at Skldmorc, 
Nodaway county, and greeted and was 
recognized by his old friends ho was 
as one who nroso from the dead, and 
could also have enacted tho part of 
Enoch Ardon. for the "Philip Hny" 
and his wife still reside in tho town, 
lie could even have dono something 
more startling than this. 
Ho could 


have been taken to tho cemetery and 
been shown the grave In which his 
body was supposed to havo been laid 
more than a dozen years ago, Ho did 
not do this, but left on the, first train 
for Muryvlllo. whero ho suddenly ap- 
peared before his sister. Mrs. D. S. 
Holmes, who felt that aho was con- 
fronted by one from another world. 


The story that forms tho basis of 


these surprises and complications Is 
a somewhat peculiar one, dating back 
14 years. In the spring of 1894 Jacob 
A. Funk. 31 years 
old, and 
Frank 


HIdge, who was a few years younger, 
wore farming on shares near Skid- 
more. Early In April Funk left homo 
in a rickety road cart, ostensibly for 
the purpose of buying «eed potatoes. 
Ho did not return, nnd after many 
days hla friends decided that ho had 
left tho country, or that ho had boon 
killed. A search rovoalod nothing, and 
In August Hldgo disposed of hla share 
of the crop to the mother of tho miss- 
ing man and went to Kansas City.

Attention was at 
u:-.ce directed to the disappearance of 
Funk, and some of his relatives woro 
Hiiro thut the body wus his.

to Skldmore on u train that arrived 
shortly after Funk had started.

to have been Impossible that ho could 
have committed the deed. 


A year or two after this Mrs. Funk 


was married to James. Glbbs of Skid* 
more und they still reside ul that place.

testimony 


brought out 111 tho trial of Hldgo, some 
mystery HOOIUH t" bo connected with 
Funk. Since his return ho talks free- 
ly, only ho refuses to explain why ho 
left so suddenly, merely Buying that 
ho "hud a cans!) for It." Ho also re- 
fuses to toll where ho has been and 
what, he has been doing. It In somo 
way came out that ho hud been living 
In Iowa for I ho lust six yenrs, and It 
Is apparent that ho huit been prosper- 
ous. His reticence extends not only 
to his warmest friends, but ot hla near- 
est relatives. 


Tho fact being fully established by 


his return that the body found hang- 
ing In Atchlson county was not that 
of Funk, the qtiCHtlon as to who It 
was wlu> was hanged or who commit- 
ted suicide, IB being asked.

Written in Revolution's Final Days

A three-page folio revolutionary let- 


ter of Gen. George Washington, said 
to be unpublished heretofore. Is dated 
"HdgrH.. New Windsor. May 6. 17S1." 
and IK addressed to Gen. Clinton. 


Although not In Washington's hand- 


writing, it is signed and franked by 
him. 
It Is of historical Interest, as 


H was written during the last cam- 
paign of the revolution. 


CornwallK who was at Wilmington, 


had begun his march Into Virginia to 
Join Arnold and try to capture Lufay- 
etto nnd his 3,000 men. The American 
army wan in a greatly weakened con- 
dition, and Washington's letter shows 
how keenly he WUH alive to the ultua- 
tlon. He wrote: 


"Alarmed at the critical situation 


of tho garrison of Fort 
Sehuyler, I 


ordered out of the small pittance In our 
magazine CO barrels of meat and the 
same quantity of Hour, to bo trans- 
ported from this army and instantly 
thrown Into that garrison, but 
the 


conimlBnary reporta that tboro aro but 


34 barrels In store. I have directed 
the residue mudo up from llsh recently 
barreled on the river. This Is solely 
deslKiied for the relief of the garri- 
son of Fort Sehuyler, nnd sacredly to 
be appropriated to that and no other 
purpose whatever.

from tin* counties of

which are nearest to you. If you can 
obtain shad, to be put up on contract 
for the troops, you may draw on the 
store at Claverock for salt to pay for 
as well as to cure the llsh.

It Is all folly expecting 
clean food in a kitchen with dirty 
walls. 


Never put a wall coating on 
a 


kitchen wall that is mixed with hot 
water or that has glue In It. or sour 
mill; In It if mixed with cold water. 
Gluo walls made from horses' hoofs 
colored up with cheap colorings do 
not Indicate good housekeeping. Tho 
glue is constantly llccklnR off, fall- 
Ing Into tho food and the Idea of food 
flavored with glue made from horses' 
hoofs Is not appetizing. 


Kitchen walls to be thoroughly sat- 


isfactory should bo alalmstlnod the 
same as every other wall 
In

houso. 
They should bo coated regu- 


larly in tho spring and fall of each 
year with a light tint.

constant attention, Tho walls should
